Hill and Durham, Forth Carolina, reported that on November 25, 
1970, approximately twenty individuals, all vlhito m^rab^rs of the 
Students for a Democratic Society (5JD8), N^-v University 
Conference, young Socialist Alliance (YSA) or other such group, 
plan to travel to the Revolutionary F$opJ^ f s Constitutional Con- 
vention (RPCC) with this travel to be m&da fry t>^irv-io:ual ly owned 
automobiles. Exact details ^ere not known to 
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an November 27, 1970 f the Southern Section of the 
Revolutionary People's Constitutional Convention registered at 
the All Saints unitarian Church located at Sixteenth Street and 
Harvard Avenue, Washington, D. C. There were approximately 
seventy five to one hundred persons there at about 9 a.m. f sixty 
per cent of which w*re white. 

Two &&<nurlty guards were observed at each entrance to 
the church. No one with a camera was permitted to enter and 
one person who endeavored to do so was bodily thrown out. No 
fee was charged for registration, but donations for the Black 
Panther Party were received and most people gave $5 or more. 

Upon registration, the normal registration packet was 
not provided, instead each parson w*s giv^n a slip of paper 
reflecting the registration, hut containing no instructions. 
Those people who registered were told to wait and most did so 
throughout the morning without receiving any instructions what- 
soever.

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On November 27, 1970 f after lunch, the group continued 
to hang around the Unitarian Church until about 4:45 p.m. No 
significant instructions were received, Many of those present 
were furious at the lack of organization.

Park at Seventeenth Street and Euclid Street that night. 

There a person, referred to as "BIG MAN", spoke. He 
told how Howard University should have let the Black panther 
Party hold the Revolutionary People's Constitutional Convention 
on campus free. His talk and the activities in the park con- 
cluded by about 9 p.m. 

n BIG MAN" appeared to be a Negro male, tw^snty five to 
twenty seven y^ars of ^g^p six feet three inches ta.ll, weighing 
200 pounds, with an Afro hairdo and a Vandyke bf*ard with a very 
black complexion. 

On Saturday, November 28, 1970, approximately one 
thousand persons were gathered at the Unitarian Church* Most of 
those present, a large number of whom were white, broke into 
small discussion groups on an informal basis as there was again 
no formal program or workshop. 

Sometime during the morning, approximately five 
members from the Black Panther Party, including % person 
identified as MICHAEL TARBOR, from New York, New York, appeared 
briefly and announced that the constitution would be read at 
Saint Stevens Episcopal Church that night. 

At approximately 7:15 'p.m., November 28, 1970, Saint 
Stevens Episcopal Church in Washington, D. C, wa.s filled to 
capacity. In addition, microphones were set up to play to 
people in the yard outside. MICHAEL TARBOR did moftt of the 
talking. H<* gave a brief background of the various workshops 
in connection with the creation of the constitution. Included 
in these workshops were the following;

On Sunday , November 29, 1970, a number of persons 
reassembled at" the church. However, .mostly white radicals were 
present. Again there was no formal meeting or announcements. 

In general, the tenure of those present was the 
expression of a general disgust toward the United States Government 
and expressed preference for Communism, Since the black people 
were a minority, it w*s necessary for them, including those led 
by the Black panther Party, to combine with the white radicals 
against the establishment. This group indicated a hope for 
support from Russia and other Marxist nations.

As long as the vhoels of the imperialistic v*r ma- 
chine are turning there is no country that can defeat this moncter of 
the Ucst. But Black people can make a malfunction of this nr.chine 
from within.

We 
have been taught that we must please our oppressors, that vre are only 
ten per cent of the population, and therefore, we must confine our 
tactics to categories calculated not to disturb the sleep of our tor- .

The power structure inflicts pain and brutality upun the peoples 
• *v . and then provides controlled outlets for the pain in ways least likely 
to upset them or interfere with the process of exploitation* Tho 
people must repudiate the channels established as tricks and deceit- 
ful snares by the exploiting oppressors. The people must oppose every- 
thing the oppressor supports and support everything that he opposes* 
If Black peo£jlego about their struggle for liberation in tho way 
thr.t the oppressor dictates and sponsors, then we will have degen- 
erated to the level of grovelling flunkies for the oppressor hinself. 
When the oppressor trekes a vicious attack tyainst freedom fighters 
because of the way that such frce^ctoM fightei'3 eh Job e tu «d cibout their 
liberation, then we know we are moving in the direction of our libera- 
tion. The racist dog oppressors have no rights which oppressed Cleck 
people are bound to respect. l%u long as the racist dogs pollute tha 
earth with the evil of their actions, they do not deserve any respact 
at all, and the rules of their game, written in tho people's blood, 
are beneath contempt. 

The oppressor must be harassed until his doom. He must have no 
peace by day or night. The slaves have always outnumbered the slave* 
masters. The power" of the oppressor rests upon the submission of the 
people. When Black people really unite and rise up in nil their 
splendid millions, they will have the strength to smash injustice. 
We do not understand the power in our numbers. We are millions and 
millions of Black people scattered across the continent and through- 
out the Western hemisphere. There are more Black people in America 
that tho total population of many counti-j.es that now enjoy full mem- 
bership in the United I?ations. ^hcy have power and their power is 
based primarily on 4 hG fact that they are ox*ganized and united with 
each other. They ajfe recognized by the powers of the world. 

We, with all our numbers, are recognized by no one. In fact, we 
do x>t recognize our own selves. We are unaware of the potential 
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power latent in our nunfcers. In 19&7, In the midst of a hostile 
racist nation whose hidden racism is rising to the surface at a phen- 
otU.mil speed, we are still so blind to our critical fight for our very 
Survival that we are continuing to function in petty, futile ways. 
Divided, confused/ fighting lro»£ ours Dives, we are still in the ele- 
mentury stage of throwing rocks, sticks, empty wins bottles and beer 
^. Cans at racist cops Who lie in wait for a chance to murder unarnad 
* Black poodle, the racist cops have worked out a system for sup- 
pressing these spontaneous rebellion* that flare up fro* the anger, 
frustration, and desperation of the masses of Black people. *te can 
mo longer afford the dubiou* luxury of the terrible casualties wan- 
tonly Inflicted upon us by the cops daring these spontaneous rebellions. 

b .,.// Blade people most now move, from tte grassroots up through the par- 
fumed circles of the Black bourgeoisie, to seize by any means necessary 
. a proportionate share of the power vested and collected In the stru- 
cture of America. We must organize and unite to conibat by long re- 
sistance the burtal force used against us daily. The power struc* 
ture depends upon the use of force within retaliation. Hiis is wjjy 
they have mrte it a felony to teach guerilla warfare, this is why 
they want the people unarmed* . * 

the racist dog oppressor fears the armed people 7 they fear most of 
all Block people arr.ad with weapons and the ideology of the Black Pan- 
therep&rty for Self Defense. An unarmed people are sIevcs or are 
subject to slavery at any given moment. If a government is not afraid 
of the people it will arm the people from foreign aggress isr. slack 
people are held captive in the midst of their oppressors. Turn* is a 
world of difference between thirty million unarmed, submissive Bi^cV 
people and thirty million Black people armed with freedom and defense 
guns and the strategic methods of liberation. 

When a mechanic wants to fix a broken-down car engine, he must have 
thenneccssary tools to do the job. When the people move for liberation, 
they must have the basic tool of liberation: the gun.- Only with the 
power of the gun can the Black masses halt the terror and brutality 
perpetuated against them by the armed racist pover structure? and in 
one sense only by the power of the gun can the whole world be trans- 
formed i into the earthly paradise dreamed of by the people from time 
immemorial. One successful practitioner of the art and science of 
national liberation and self defense. Brother Hao Tse-tung, put it 
this way 1 *We are the advocates of the abolition of war, we do not 
want warr but war can only be abolished through war, and in order to 
get rid of the gun it is necessary to take up the gun.*
